A great many farmers who would 
like to plant hedges have not done 
So because of the expense involved. 
In order that al] who desire to Plant 
windbreaks may do so without en- 
Countering financial difficulties, the 
Dominion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, will supply applicants with in- 
structions for growing and a reason- 
able amount of seed, from two pounds 
up, on receipt of the request, accom- 
panied by stamps to cover postage ‘or 
express charges. Two pounds of seed 
requires fifteen cents postage, and 
seeds 3000 feet of drill. Carrying 
charges on larger amounts of seed 
may be ascertained at the loca] post 
office or express office. The length 
in feet of the desired hedge, divided 
by 1500, will give the number of 
pounds of seed required.

Nothing will discourage auto tourist 
traffic more effectively than allowing 
the major trunk highways in a prov- 
ince to deteriorate. When American 
tourists propose to moto~ into Canada. 
they, first inquire into the condition of 
the; noad-. “Tif the peport is not satis- 
factory they plan théir itinerary dif- 
ferently. There ig no doubt that Al- 
berta lost a great deal of potential 
tourist traffic during the present year 
owing to the failure to’ maintain the 
Calgary-Banff highway and certain 
other leading highways in first-class 
condition, Visiting motorists who 
are called on to endure the discomifort 
of rough and dusty highways warn 
all their friends against a similar ex- 
perience, The British Columbia 
highway department has curtailed its 
maintenance activities radically jn 
recent times with the usual result. 
There is strong complaint from the 
Pacific coast states and the effect 
will be felt next year. 

The Manager of the Vancouver 
Automobile Club has just received a 
communication from the. tourjst- bur- 
eau in Los Angeles calling attention 
to hundred of complaints from the 
people who toured British Columbia 
during the past summer The letter

‘We cannot understand it be- 
cause it most assuredy will elim- 
inate British Columbda from our 
list of piaces to visit by our mem- 
bers in a thurry, as news of its 
highway conditions spreadg like 
wildfire when passed on by word 
of mouth, No other manner of 
publicising can grow as rapidly 
or become so exaggerated as word- 
of-mouth reports.”

Successful grain frowing depends 
less upon the «mount of rainfall over 
& twelve-month period than on the 
moisture available for the growing 
crops. It will coffie as a surprise to 
many to learn that the rainfall over 
the west in the twelve months enxd- 
ing August 31 list was better than 
normal, At ony four out of thirteen 
typical points scattered over th ii- 
ries wis the precipation pefow nor 

In explanation of the total crop 
shortage over the whole west and the 
failures in drought areas in spite of 
this better than average precipitation, 
it is suggested that a scarcity of sub- 
soil moisture existed In drought areas, 
that there was shortage of rainfa]l 
during seeding operation's with a con- 
sequent. increase in goi) drifting, and 
that a prolonged dry spell in July nul- 
lified the beneficial] effects of rains 
in June, “ 

In other words, drouth may be a 
fact in the face of lots of rain unless 
reserves of moisture have been ac- 
cumulated. If, in addition to June 
rains, precipitation occurs in early 
spring, or if the water from meking 
snows is held long enough for it to be 
absorbed by the subsoil, erops will 
show good growth. But if this moig- 
ture is allowed to run off, the land 
will be, affeoted gpeedily by even a 
temporary shortage of rain or by even 
short period of intense heat. ‘Before 
man cut down trees, drained ponds, 
sloughs and@ even lakes, the reserves 
of moisture necessary to offset dry 
spells were available. Now that man 
has proved to his own satisfaction 
and to his loss that moisture reserves 
are necessary, his thoughts are turn- 
ing to tree planting and to building 
dams. He realizes that nature knows 
best.

Little Journevs In Science 


CARBON MONOXIDE 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) . 

Frequently we read of accidents 
eaused by the escape of carbon mon- 
oxide gas from the exhaust of motor 
engines or from furnace pipes. Pro- 
duced by the burning of carbon, in 
coal gas, and in motor exhausts; this 
gas, which is also known as carbonic 
oxide, is very poisonous, and is 
doubly dangerous because it has al- 
most no odor, and overcomes victims 
so quickly that they rarely have time 
to escape from the fumes. 

The deadliness of the gas lies in its 
action on the blood, where it dis- 
places the oxygen in the haemoglobin, 
through which it reaches the body 
tissues. It is identified in the body 
because of the bright red color which 
it gives to the blood. . 

It is estimated that one volume of 
carbon monoxide in. eight hundred 
volumes of air is fatal when breathed 
for half an hour, while much smaller 
quantities are known to produce un- 
Pleasant effects if inhaled for any 
length of time. Small cars travelling 
at fifteen miles per hours are said to 
give off forty-one cubic feet of car- 
bon monoxide per hour, while a large 
car gives off one hundred and eighty- 
four cubic feet of the gas in one hour. 
Thus, in large. cities the air continu- 
ally contains small amounts of the 
gas, and considerable attention has 
been given in some centres to purify- 
ing the air, particularly in tunnels 
and underground railways. This is 
done_by_ passing the air over a sub- 
stance known as hopcalite, which 
changes carbon monoxide into harm. 
less carbon dioxide, 

Mice and birds are particularly 
gensitive to carbon monoxide and 
sometimes rescue crews in mines 
take canaries’ in cages with them 
{nto the mines following an explosion 
fn which this gas is believed to have 
been released.

cup butter or butter sabstitute 

cups sugar 

eggs 

cup mashed potatoes 

squares chocolate 

cups flour 

teaspoons baking powder 

teaspoon cinnamon 

teaspoon mace 

teaspoon grated nutmeg 

teaspoon ground cloves 

cup chopped Brazil nuts 

cup milk .

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Russia A Powerful Factor 


Much Safer To Have Nation Member 
Of League 

Russia has been admitted to the 
League of Nations. Any other out- 
come would have been. incredible, 
granted Russia’s willingness to come 
in. 

The League of Nations is an 
agency——faulty, perhaps, but the most 
effective in existence to-day—for the 
preservation of peace in thé world. 
Whatever we may think of the Soviet 
theories of government, and their 
practice, the fact. remains that Rus- 
sia is one of the great nations, her 
policies and ambitions a powerful 
factor in world affairs, Obviously, 
therefore, it is much safer to have 
Russia on the inside with Britain and 
France and all those associated with 
them, than on the outside with Ger- 
many and Japan and the United! 
States as critical observers. 

Those who would have excluded 
Russia from this free assembly of the 
nations think of the League as 
sort of secret society for a few of 
the elect. That view is utterly and 
fantastically absurd. If Russia is a 
menace to world peace through her 
plan of government, there is all the 
more reason for subjecting her to the 
presumably pacifying influences of 
League membership.—Ottawa Jour- 
nal.

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Would Segregate All 
Young Law Offenders 


Church Of England Synod Urges 
Action By Parliament 

Canada should segregate her 
youthful criminal offenders during 
both trial and prison terms, the synod 
of the Church of England decided. 

On motion of' Magistrate J. E. 
Jones, Toronto, a resolution was 
passed urging the parliament of Can- 
ada to provide separate trials for 
boys between 16 and 21 years of age 
and separate penal institutions, simi- 
lar to the Borsal system in England, 
where possible. 

Most Rev. J. C Roper, archbishop 
of Ottawa, seconded the resolution 
and undertook to bring the matter 
before the government. 

Up to the age of 16, Magistrate 
Jones explained, the juvenile courts 
were available, but between that age 
and 21 there was no special provision. 
He pointed out the dangers to young 
offenders of contamination with older 
and more hardened criminals. 

The synod also approved another 
resolution by Mr, Jones, urging pro- 
vincial governments to implement 
Dominion government legislation re- 
specting probation where it had not 
already been done. 

It was certainly the younger of- 
fenders to whom attention should be 
directed, said Rt. Rev. A. Sovereign, 
bishop of Athabasca.. ‘There are few 
grey-haired men in our penitentiaries 
now,” he declared. “They are boys, 
many of them about 18 years old.” °

announced by the Earl of Willingdon, 
viceroy of India, when he declared 


the fund would close Oct. 1. A sum

RACTICALLY all cameras, with 

the exception of a few extremely 
simple models, have some means of 
varying the amount of light passing 
through the lens. Why? 

Well, why do you tend to squint in 
bright sunlight? Simply because 
there is so much light in the open 
sun that, unless you squint, your 
eyes cannot distinguish details; in 
the dark your eyes distend in order 
to take advantage of every available 
ray of light 

Cameras and eyes are much alike. 
Unless you contro] the amount of 
light entering the camera lens, you 
will almost certainly overexpose 
shots made in bright daylight and 
underexpose when the light is low. 

Jet out your camera and look at 
its lens. If yours isa simple box cam- 
era, you will find that the lens open- 
ing, or diaphragm, has two possible 
settings, one for avefage shots and 
one for use when the light is very 
brilliant, In certain other cameras 
diaphragm settings are arbitrarily 
numbered from 1 to 4, giving you 
that many opportunities to adapt 
your snapshooting to ,light condi- 
tions. 

The best known system of di- 
aphragm contro] is the “f” system, 
used on more advanced cameras. In 
this system “ft” represents the ratio 
between the lens opening and the 
distance from the lens to the film. 
When some one says that he took a 
picture at f.11, he means that his 
lens was adjusted so that its open- 
ing was 1/11th of the lens-to-film dis- 


tance. Obviously f.11 is a smaller 
opening than £.6.3 or £4.5 Some 
caméras have extremely “fast” 
lenses, with f.1 or f.2 ratings, but 
you're perfectly well off with a lens 
rated at £.6.3. And there are many 
other lenses that are entirely satis- 
‘factory for snapshooting despite 
their low “f” classification. 

Familiarize yourself with the vari- 
ous openings (“lens stops,’ if vou 
want to be technical about it). Many 
cameras have built-in exposure 
guides which indicate the proper 
opening for various light conditions, 
But you will almost automatically 
set your lens properly if you let your 
eyes be your guide, If you find your- 
self squinting, stop the lens down, 
if your eyes open wide, without 4 
sensation of glare, use a larger stop. 

Stopping down a lens has another 
consequence, It increases the sharp- 
ness of the image and deepens the 
field of focus. But, you say, how can 
I do this if the light isn’t very bright? 
Simply by increasing the time of the 
exposure, 

It is the canny juggling of liens 
openings and exposure times that 
marks the experienced snapshooter 
But don’t let it bother you, if it 
seems a little confusing. Set your 
camera at about £.8 and 1/25th— 
and blaze away Chances are you'll 
get the picture, and that is the im- 
portant thing. If you're using modern 
film, it will automatically take care 
of a lot of variation from. scientific 
accuracy in exposure. Happy hunt

International Understanding 


News An Important Factor In Direct- 
ing Destinies Of Nations 

News as an international force, 
Dean Carl W. Ackerman, of the Col- 
umbia University School of Journal- 
ism declared, is a potent factor in 
directing the destinies of nations. 

Because of the growing importance 
of international journalism, Dean 
Ackerman proposed that it be seri- 
ously studied in educational institu- 
tions of Great Britain, France and 
the United States, “which should 
take the lead in making international 
news not only the sinews of public 
opinion but the sinews of peace.” 

Dean Ackerman suggested a new 
prize in international journalism be 
awarded to a press association, news- 
paper or. individual correspondent 
“making the greatest contribution 
annually to international understand- 
ing,” and that, to award this prize 
properly, a clearing house be created 
“go that full information of the press 
activities of the world might be avail- 
able.” 


Red Army Has To Climb 

The Red Army has added mountain 
climbing to drill, rifle-shooting and 
other strictly military activities as 
a regular part of its training. Two 
hundred and fifty officers this year 
will be given an opportunity to climb 
Mt. Elbrus, the highest in Russia and 
the central house of the Red Army 
is arranging other training exhibi- 
tions in the Altai and the Pamirs.

Testing Out Traffic Guide 


Police Trying Autogyro For’ Control 
On London Streets 

Scotland Yard is making experi- 
ments with an autogyro as a possible 
help in dealing with traffic control. 
For the purpose of these experiments 
the air ministry has relaxed the regu- 
lation that machines shall not fly 
over London below 6,000. feet, 

During his maiden trip on the auto- 
gyro, Assistant Commissioner, How- 
ard Tripp, head of the traffic depart- 
ment of the Metropolitan Police, at 
times dropped as low as 800 feet. 
Twice he flew the length of Oxford 
St., then gave his attention to Regent 
St. and Trafalgar Square. 

“It is too early yet to say anything 
definite,” said the commissioner on 
landing. ‘There may be tremendous 
possibilities in regard to aerial traffic 
‘control. We have used autogyros 
quite a lot in connection with the 
races at Epsom and. also at the Air 
Force Pageant. Traffic problems. 
cannot be solved locally. When there 
was a big hold-up at Westminster 
just recently we traced the source of 
it to Kennington, nearly two miles 
away.”

Four Months’ Old Mutton-Bird Fends 
For Itself 

Strange revelations regarding the 
mutton-bird of Australia and New 
Zealand are made in the September 
number of the P.L.A. Monthly. Mut- 
ton-bird chicks are marvellously pre- 
cocious for, already stuffed; they fend 
for themselves at four months and at 
that age manage to make a long 
migratory journey unaided. It is 
stated that: “The parent birds stuff 
their young till they are like balls of 
fat and then migrate.

Was Once Vast Empire 


Austria Retued B By 
Versailles To Mere State 

Geographical position gives Aus- 
tria a place of exaggerated import- 
ance in international affairs, says the 
National Geographic Society, No 
less than six nations touch the bord- 
ers of a country fio larger than the 
State of Maine—Germany, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Italy, 
and Switzerland. 

Austria was reduced by the Treaty 
of Versailles to a mere shadow of 
her former self. A vast empire was 
whittled down to one small state, 
overloaded with industries and de- 
prived of most natural resources. Her 
wheat fields went to Hungary, her 
coal mines to Czechoslovakia, and her 
sea ports of Trieste and Fiume to 
Italy.’ To-day Austria has to im- 
port most of her coal and much of 
her foodstuffs. 

Against these handicaps she has 
waged a sturdy battle—increasing 
agricultural production and develop- 
ing water power as a substitute for 
coal. The fertile plains north of the 
Danube have been under intense cul- 
tivation, agricultural schools were 
established, and every possible effort 
was made to aid and educate the 
farmer. 

On the other side of the scales are 
her mines and her industries, always 
provided that she can find a foreign 
market for her products, The moun- 
tains of Styria, a province in the 
southeast, are rith in iron, and the 
furnaces and steel works of Graz, 
Loeben and Donawitz supply the 
country with 99 per cent. of the 
metal used. Carinthian iron was 
familiar to the Romans, and later 
greatly in demand for the armor 
and trappings of knighthood. 

Austrian salt mines, also old in 
history, were known to the people of 
the bronze age. In addition to upper 
Styria, there are two other import- 
ant industrial districts—Vorariberg, 
famous for embroidery and cotton 
weaving, and Vienna with its textile 
mills and machine shops. 

For sixteen years Vienna has been 
a capital without an empire. The 
sources of her wealth and power are 
gone, but there is one thing that 
treaties could not take away, and 

hat is her geographical location. She 
lies at the crossroads of Europe, 
where the main trade routes from 
the Baltic to the Adriatic cross the 
great east-west highway of the Dan- 
ube.

The admittance of millions of tour- 
ists to Canada each year presents a 
situation to border officials of the 
Canadian Government quite distinct 
from that of regular commercial 
traffic. Canadian Immigration In- 
spectors Welcome the bona fide tour- 
ist and admit him with the minimum 
of formality. Customs regulations 
permit him to bring for temporary 
use in Canada, without payment of 
duty or deposit, such equipment as 
radios, typewriters, ‘canoes, outboard

The recent annva!l conventior of the Canadian Chambers of Commerce 
held at Wirn'pr,; was, it is generaily recognized, one of the most important 
and in many respects the mos’ significant gathering yet held by that body. 
It was not on!y one of the largest assemblages of outstanding men in the | 
financial, industrial 9nd commercial life of the Dominion yet convened, but | 
it appears to have been animatsi ty a new spirit based upon a fuller recog- 
nition 6f the iesponsibilities of what has been termed Big Business to the. 
countiy as a whole and to the masses of producers, workers and consumers 
who, in the last analysis, are the backbone of the nation. 

Important resolutions dealing with matters of far-reaching social and | 
economic questions, and involving vital changes in national policies, were 


‘adopted, not the least significant of which was the declaration in favor of 


the negotiations of a Reciprocity Agreement with the United States in mat- 
ters of trade. The adoption of tis resdlution in itself reveals the change in 
sentiment and viewpoint of the business world of Canada. 

Significant, too, were some c! the addresses delivered by men ag 
ing high executive positions in the industrial world. For example, 
A. Russell, president of the Massey-Harris Co., told the convention “Rey ibe 
success of industry and farming were wrapped up together in Canada in a 
way which nothing could separate,” and he gave facts and figures to prove 
it. As the purchasing power of the'farmer declined, said Mr. Russell, so 
did the demand and output for farm implements. In the case of the Massey- 


Harris Co., he said, employment dropped from 4,900 in 1929 to an average| Here is a letter which proves that 


of less than 1,200 for the years 1931, 1982 and 1933. “Not only has this 
proved a hardship for the men thrown out of employment through no fault 
of their own,” he said, “but it has tremendously affected their purchasing 
power, their ability to pay taxes and, generally, to contribute their quota to 
Canadian prosperity. Likewise, the investor who has had no return on his 
investment has had to curtail his expenditures and has been a poor customer 
either for the farmer or for industry” Mr. Russell strongly urged the ab- 
solute necessity of complete and generous co-operation with the farming 
industry in order to bring about its re-estabishment and mee its pros- 
perity. 

Then, up spoke Mr. W. R. Campbell, president of the Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada, on behalf of all workers in industry. Space will not admit of 
any extended quotations from Mr. Campbell's address, but a few will suffice 
to indicate his position, and the attitude he urged all employers of labor 
to adopt in the interests of the workers, in their own interests, and in the 
interests of the country at large. Mr. Campbell said: 

“As far as Canada is concerned there can be no normal times until all 
of our people who are capable of working have an opportunity for gainful 
‘employment—free and unfettered by government aid. In dealing with the

"The Motor Rien’ 


During Hours Of Night 
The city of London has tried an 
experiment in the suppression of 
noise with such success that the Lon- 


g| don rule is being extended to. cover! 


the whole of England. In London for 
Some weeks past it has been an 
offence, punishable by fine, to sound 
a motor horn between 11:80 at night 
and seven o'clock in the morning. 
The celebrated English respect for 
law has again been in evidence. Mot- 
orists have agreed that a _ nightly. 
closed season on honking is a good 
idea aid have refrained from sound- 
ing klaxons and hooters in the pro- 
hibited hours. A blessed quietudé has 
resulted. People have veen surprised 
to find out how large an ingredient 
in London’s night noises the motor 
horn was. 

But a curious, incidental and un- 
expected result of the regulation is 
that London at night is safer now 
than it ‘was. A motorist who knows 
that he may not, under penalty of 
fine, warn the approaching pedestrian 
with a blast of sound is a more care- 
ful driver than he otherwise would 
be. The discovery of this fact sug- 
gests some reflections on the motor 
horn. Few would propose its aboli- 
tion. A motor car without ‘sounding 
apparatus in good order cannot pass 
the safety tests. On the other hand, 
there are certainly too many motor- 
ists who think that the possession of 
an efficient hooter gives them a lic- 
ense to take risks and scare pedes- 
trians out of their wits. If drivers 
used their horns in emergency only 
and not as a routine method of clear- 
ing the streets, it is probable the 
streets would be safer. 

They would be quieter too, of 
course. But the horn-blower who is 
the worst disturber of the peace is 
not the man who makes pedestrians 
jump. He is the young person who 
summons a friend by prolonged hoot- 
ing outside the. friend’s house. The 
‘suppression of this nuisance daily 
from midnight to midnight would be 
welcome.—-Winnipeg Free Press. /

Report That France Has Joined The 
Ranks Of Exporters 

-The press report that France has 
left the ranks of wheat importing 
countries to join those of exporters 
is of considerable importance to Can- 
ada, in that still another competitor 
is added to the list. Prior to °929, 
France did not produce sufficient 
wheat to meet her domestic require- 
ments, except in years when excep- 
tionally large crops were harvested. 
Large crops were grown in that 
country in 1929, 1932, and again in 
1933, so that a surplus of wheat oas 
been built up. In pre-war years 
France produced very large crops. 
The 1890 crop amounted to 330 mil- 
lion bushels, or equivalent to the pro- 
duction of 1932. In the five-year 
period from 1909 to 1918, production 
averaged 317 million bushels per 
annum. From 1928 to 1932 it was 
290 million bushels or about 27 mil- 
lion bushels under the pre-war aver- 
age. France has not reached her pre- 
war average acreage of wheat which 
amounted to 16.5 million acres. The 
1933 acreage was 13,358,000 and it 
has not changed materially since 


1920. a

Crops For The Silo 


Of Commonly Grown Field 
Crops Are Satisfactory 

Experimental work on methods of 
ensiling various crops for the past 
ten years by the Division of Field 
Husbandry, Dominion Experimental 
Farms, shows that almost any of the 
commonly grown field crops may be 
satisfactorily ensiled, provided proper | 
methods are followed. Moisture con- 
tent at the time of ensiling is per- 
haps the most important factor. Too 
dry material will mould, and if too 
wet it will rot. The correct moisture 
content will vary slightly for differ- 
ent crops but generally speaking 
moisture between 65 and 75 per cent. 
is ideal. Moisture may be controlled 
by cutting the crop at the proper 
stage.of maturity and by wilting and 
drying in the field until the proper 
condition for ensiling is reached. 

Corn is the ideal crop for silage 
but in sections where it will not grow 
well many other crops may be used. 
Legumes, particularly alfalfa, are im- 
proved by additions of small amounts 
of carbohydrate -material such as 
crude sugar, molasses, timothy or 
corn, A small amount of second 
cut alfalfa added to corn improves 
the feeding value of the latter. Many 
other interesting and valuable points 
have been brought out in the investi- 
gations carried out by the Division 
and all of them will be presented in 
a bulletin on silage crops now in the 
cours? of preparation.

Canadians are generous meat eaters, 
consuming in 1933 an average per 
person of 74 pounds of pork, 56 
pounds of beef, 10 pounds of poultry 
and 6 pounds of mutton and lamb.

British Honduras Negiectetd Pub- 
licity Campaign For Chief Product 

In this age when so much depends 
on international trade, even a sharp 
decline in the use of chewing gum 
can financially embarrass everybody

For a number of years the peo- 
ple of British Honduras have been 
subsisting mainly upon the proceeds 
of the sale of chicle, the raw material 
out of which chewing gum is made.

Consequently the exports of chicle 
dropped and that colony is reported 
to be facing a financial crisis due to 
the loss of trade.

They have 
decided to develop their banana, cit- 
rus fruit, and hardwood exports in 
order to avoid bankruptcy.

Booksellers in London are burning 
books for which hundreds of pounds 
were paid a few years ago. 

They are catalogued first editions 
of the Brownings, Wordsworth, Swin- 
burne, and other famous authors, 
which have been declared by John 
Carter and Graham  Pollard—two 
young bibliographers—to be forg- 
eries. vine 

Consternation has been caused in

Cornell University show dried whey 
contains a larger amount of the fac- 
tor producing better chick growth 
and egg hatchability than the same 
amount of dried skim milk. 

Since these two milk by-products 
cost about the same and are both 
commonly used by poultrymen. be- 
cause of their vitamin G content, 
their egg-hatching and growth pro- 
moting quality, this discovery prom- 
ises practical use to chicken growers. 

The experiments prove that one 
and a half times as much vitamin G 
is found in the same amount of dried 
whey as in dried skim milk. 

Chickens fed on the dried whey 
grew one and a half times faster 
than those given dried skim milk 
and their eggs hatched one and a 
half times more than the others, so 
long as the vitamin G was under the 
minimum required. This part of the 
experiment showed only that the 
whey contained more of the vitamin 
than skim milk. 

In working out a practical diet, 
it was found that for the same re- 
sults in hatchability and growth it 
was necessary to use 50 per cent. 
more dried skim milk than whey.
